Editorial 
Five Years Ago...

Five years ago was a turning point for Young America, John F, 
Kennedy meant something — he was a national Jeader the young .could 
identify with, have inspiration in, He was at his best in the Cuban crisis, 
He radiated faith and inspiration. It was the kind of inspiration that 
moved so many youth to national service, especially in the Peace 
Corps. 

But that was five years ago, five long years ago, Today is November 
22, 1968, and things are in turmoil. San Francisco State College is 
fraught with disarray, San Fernando Valley State is just recovering 
from turmoil. 

There is student unrest sweeping the world. Czechoslovakia: 
the students are up in arms against a capitulation to the Soviets. 
Mexico: those UPI photos showing dead students, Italy: students 
are roiling the domestic waters, South America: students taking 
over governments, 

In the universities of the world, it seems we have a seismograph 
for gauging the unrest of the society, Historical studies show uni- 
versities have been the skin infection indicating the deep-down sickness 
in the societies, 

Kennedy was shot in 1963, and a year later, Berkeley drew the 
attention of the world with student unrest. Since then—Columbia, 
San Francisco State. Youths on the college campuses have become 
the eyes of the hurricane, There is a whole new generation that has 
become the symbol of change. And this change is becoming more and 
more violent. 
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Non-violence Dying 


Non-violence, of course, has been dying a slow death Since Kennedy, 
in recent months, the last bastions of non-violence have symbolically, 
as well as literally, breaking down, as the need for change has been 
out-stripping the changes made, Martin Luther King fell early this 
year. In June, it was Robert F. Kennedy, And — perish the thought — 
Cesar Chavez is regarded by some observers as the last hope for 
non-violence by browns, Chavez, visited by Robert Kennedy during 
his fast to dramatize the grape strike, is the non-violent national 
figure analogous to Martin Luther King, Jr. 

There’s plenty te become morose over on the international scene, 
There are plenty of specters hanging over plenty of heads, There is the 
impending worldwide famine that is fast becoming fact. It’s a famine 
that is distant to Americans right now, because food is easily accessible 
in supermarkets. 


Hanging Like A Pall 


There is the Vietnam war hanging like a pall over the nation, For 
most Americans, it is avery near anddear pall — most everyone knows 
someone who has been killed in Vietnam, who is in Vietnam, or who is 
in the service pending a tour of duty in Vietnam, For college males, 
that big 1-A is hanging over their heads, 

There is frustration over the war, because the objectives are so 
nebulous, The ‘‘keeping the world safe for democracy’’ has long ago 
become a cliche hollower thana rotten tree trunk, The South Vietnamese 
do not even want the Americans in Viet Nam. The Thieu government 
is not their government, They would much rather be united under Ho 
Chi Minh, united North and South, That is not the story we get through 
the American press — but then the American press has its interests 
to protect, too. 

‘Protecting our interests —’’ it conjures up memories of a recent 
anecdote about Americans. A non-American was pointing out to an 
American that the whites — the majority of Americans — were by far 
the minority in the world, ‘‘Yes,’’ said the American, voicing the 
secmingly-typical American way of thought, ‘‘But we have the money,” 

If there is plenty to fret about on the international scene, there is 
more to fret about at home — and home is a gut issue with all Ameri- 
cans, There are plenty of specters hanging over the nation, to be sure. 
The riots in the cities have subsided over the past year, but they were 
merely the outer evidence of an inner ill in our society -- and all we 
hear in answer to the riots is drivel about law and order, 


Law And Order 


Law and order — there is plenty of it, and the allusions to Nazi 
Germany are most, most uncomfortable. You don’t think we’re be- 
coming a police society? Just go for a stroll at night — see if you 
don’t get hassled, but good. 

And meanwhile, there is no national leauer elected this year with 
any hopes of unifying the nation, Richard Nixon is showing signs of 
doing a passable job at «miting, but remember, a ‘‘D” grade isa 
passing grade. The Democratic party, as so clearly ‘‘spoken” in 
Chicago, was not about to give the new generation of youth any voice 
in the government, Chicago, called the last stand for government 
through the Proper Democratic Channels. Youth wanted Bobby, but 
he was felled. Youth wanted Gene, but he was felled — in no less 
murderous a fashion, 

The best the young can perhaps now hope for is 1972. Teddy 
Kennedy .... Edmund Muskie ,,., perhaps even Robert Finch. They at 
least show signs of inspiring some faith in America, 

But 1972 may well be too late, By then, there may be too much 
disunity for any hopes of unification, The young may be alienated 
beyond reconciliation, The hungry may be hungry beyond feeding.

The Snow 
Melts Too Fast

I was lazily watching my science teacher read a note 
brought into the classroom by an office assistant. The in- 
structor’s usually stolid composure collapsed slowly into a 
state of unrelieved depression, somewhat like releasing 
the air from a character balloon, and watching in cap- 
tivated awe at the regressing stages of expression. 

“He‘s been shot. The President has been shot.” My 
teacher’s words are as clear today as they were five years 
ago when they engulfed my science classroom in a hyp- 
notic daze.

Kennedy?

Has the day passed when a man can work for world 
peace, racial equality, or human decency and not live in 
mortal fear? Has the day passed when a man of any stature 
ean seek the security of his own home without being ac- 
companied by a small regiment of Edgar Hoover's own? 
Has the day passed when even a common man can really 
feel safe anywhere? . . 

Did it die with John F. Kennedy? Was it buried with 
Martin Luther King? Did its heart falter with Robert 
Kennedy? ; 

It is gone, just as yesterday’s sunshine. The question 
is, “Will this atmosphere ever be revived and converted

Barbra’s 
brother, David Wood, is the 
director of the dance department 
at UC Berkeley, and was for 15 
years a leading dancer and as- 
sistant director for the Martha 
Graham Dance Company.

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UCLA Dean Assesses Welfare Liberalism 


“The people were looking for 
a savior; someone they could place 
their trust in. I! think it’s fair

These were the opening words of 
the dean of the school of social 
work of UCLA when he spoke Mon- 
day night on the topic, ‘The 
Election and the American Social 
Work Tradition.’’ Approximately 
100 social work employees and 
students gathered in NewmanCen- 
ter to hear Nathan E, Cohen at 
the annual Lewis Watts Memoria! 
Lecture. 

What Cohen had to say to his 
audience could be summarized with 
the statement, ‘‘You have to join

‘em to beat ’em.’’ He warned 
the social workers that the battle 
for social work advancement rests 
in the political arena and it is 
from there that changes will come, 
He stated that the people of his 
profession must take part in 
politics or run the risk of being 
uneble to do the things they keep 
talking about.

Activists May Continue 
University Agitation 


PARIS AP — Education Min- 
istry officials and the once re- 
bellious French students are look- 
ing nervously at the future — 
and each other. 

The students forced a radical 
reform program with their 
strike and street batties in May 


and June. After five months of 
standstill, university life is now 
resuming. 


Seme_.200,000 of the 600,000 
French university students already 
have returned to school, They 
apparently have not yet decided 
whether to go quietly back to work 
and accept the deep changes that 
resulted from their strike, or to 
continue their agitation until all 
demands are met. 

The general feeling, both on 
campuses and in Education Min- 
istry circles, seems to be that 
the great majority of the students 
want to get back to real work. 
Still, there’s pressure from ex- 
tremists’ groups who say the re- 
forms are ‘‘limited,’’ and consider 
them a maneuver to stop revolts 
like the one that made the nation 
tremble last spring. 

There is some fear that the 
action of the extremists may 
spread to the moderate students 
if the new university program 
worked out by President Charles 
de Gaulle’s government cannot be 
implemented quickly. 

Education Minister Edgar 
Faure has worked out a 
revolutionary law modifying the 
150-year-old system, His reforms 
were based on two main princi- 
ples: autonomy for each univer- 
sity and student participation in 
the coliege administrations. 

The law aims at putting an 
end to both the centralization of 
teaching under the control of the 
minister and the authority of the 
teachers over the students, The 
bill was so radical that it first 
started a flurry of protests from 
the tradition-bound Gaullist group 
in the National Assembly, 

But with De Gaulle’s personal 
pressure, the bill eventually got 
through Parliament earlier this 
month without serious amend- 
ments. Only a few deputies ab- 
stained from voting. 

Education Ministry officials 
admit there will be a long peri- 
od of ‘‘experiments,’’ and some 
of them privately reckon the im-~- 
plementation of the far reaching 
reforms may cost a year of study 
to some students... .. i... 


On the other hand, authorities 
must reckon with the total oppo- 
sition by the extremists who say 
no reform in the university is 
possible as long as there is no 
basic change in the social sys- 
tem, They demand total liberty 
on the campuses. 

Officials say they are depend- 
ing on the goodwill of the 
moderate students. 

The government is also accel- 
erating the election of school 
councils for secondary schools 
which will include pupil members. 


Riverside Queen 


Comes In Second 


RIVERSIDE AP — Unlike in 
the past, the homecoming queen of 
the University of California at 
Riverside wasn’t introduced at the 
homecoming football game this 
year, 

She wasn’t crowned by the 
chancellor, as has been done in 
past years, Nor kissed. She 
even rode in the back of the float. 

A front page apology for news 
coverage given the new queen, 
Renee Dawson, was published by 
the campus newspaper, but it said 
there was no intent by officials 
to downgrade the queen who is 
Negro. The Black Students Union, 
protested what it called ‘her 
snubbing,”’ 

University spokesman said 
Tuesday the schedule didn’t call 
for a kiss, or crowning by the 
chancellor, 

They say one reason Miss 
Dawson wasn’t given more at- 
tention is that she placed only 
second in the contest — to Vice 
President-elect Spiro T, Agnew. 
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“Let the word go forth from 
this time and place, to friend and 
foe alike, that the torch has been 
passed to a new generation of 
Americans — born inthis century, 
tempered by war, disciplined by 
a hard and bitter peace, proud of 
our ancient heritage — and un- 
willing to witness or permit the 
slow undoing of these human rights 
to which this nation has always 
been committe...

policies of the President elect. 


‘“‘All of them knew we were in 
trouble but they didn’t know how 


to get out of it, ” he said, 

‘Wallace had lots to say but 
had no answers, Humphrey ran 
on an old horse, . .the New Deal,”’ 

“Nixon was basically saying 
‘Take me on faith.’ "’ 

Cohen stated that the Demo- 
cratic New Deal platform was the 
completion of a story which started 
in the depression, It was a com- 
pletion that came 30 year's too late, 
When the final vote was in, he 
said, the people had voted to keep 
what we have, but under a new 
pilot. 

Cohen described the recent 
trend in social welfare policies 
as ‘Welfare Liberalism.’’ To the 
groups on the political left, he said, 
it offers a barrier to revolutionary 
change. To the extreme right, 
as represented by George Wallace, 
it is an infringement on their view 
of individualism, 

“We have a deeply rooted 
Puritan view in this country that 
people in trouble are basically in- 
ferior.’’ He said that during the 
depression, with so much social 
displacement, it was harder for 
this idea to hold, But now that 
things are better, it is returning, 
Since most of those in trouble are 
black, he said, it is easy for us 
to call them inferior. 

Cohen analyzed the philo- 
sophical results of the election. 
He said that the vote reflected a 
trend toward a _ conservative, 
decentralized approach toward 
welfare liberalism and a move to 
a tougher stand on law and order, 
What is needed, he emphasized, 
was not more old solutions, but 
a totally new concept. 

“Physical reconstruction of the 
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cities has never been a panacea 
for overcoming racial tension.”’ 

About the problem of the black 
community, Cohen said, ‘‘People 
can’t eat civil rights.”’ He stated 
that we have operated around the 
ideal of individual mobility in the 
society, In the past, most groups 
have the ethnicity to fall back on 
for status support, but the black has 
not had this. In addition, he 
explained, the ‘‘melting pot’’ 
ideal, which has been the foundation 
of our social structure, does not 
apply to the black man, 

Cohen expressed the idea that 
better planning was the answer to 
the weaknesses of the present 
system of welfare, 


Post-Industrial 
Revolution 


“We are edging toward a 
guaranteed annual income but the 
average citizen has a growing fear 
of federal power. What they don’t 
see is that we are on the edge 
of a post-industrial revolution. 
The old Puritan industrial values 


and concept of preduction are now 
more a barrier to social 
adjustment than an asset.’’ 

Cohen described Nixon’s wel- 
fare policy as basically a reliance 
on private enterprise, This, he 
said, would be good if the private 
sector has the will and the know- 
how to support the necessary 
programs. If, however, they donot 
realize what the goals of social 
welfare should be, he continued, 
there could be a real jam-up. 

The speaker warned that his 
constituents must separate them- 
selves from those who criticize 
but have no answers. ‘‘We must 
decide: who is to set the goals, 
what to replace present programs 
with and how to do it.’’ 

“Change is not an end in it- 
self,’’ Cohen continued. Although 
modifications and _ innovations 
in present government policies are 
necessary, he said, nothing can 
be gained by going too far to the 
extreme in either direction, 

“‘We must probe deeply into the 
problems and understand why 
things work or don’t work before 
we canbe creative and innovative.’’

The capital city’s own Camellia Bowl has selected its weapons, 
Humboldt and Fresno State Colleges, and duel date is set for December 
14th, But who is the Camellia Bowl? What makes up the body that 
selects the two masses of blood and sweat who will decide, by brutal 
force, the Pacific Coast Football Championship? 

To come up with two teams of Camellia Bow! caliber the NCAA 
appoints a six-man committee, at the beginning of the season, to scan 
the region known to many by the numeral 8. Region 8 reaches from 
Alaska to Mexico, including Hawaii, Washington, Oregon, California, 
Arizona, Nevada, Utah, Idaho and Montana.

Jamieson, who according to 
Roloff, has “run from first through 
fourth on the team,” not only won 
the runoff held at Brown’s Ravine 
at Lake Folsom, but practically 
walked away from his nearest 
competitor. There are several 
reasons for this convincing 
triumph. One is that Jamieson 
is an exceilent downhill runner, 
and the Brown’s Ravine route is 
very hilly. Another, and equally 
important reason for the young 
harrier’s success, was that he 
ran like a man with victory on 
his mind. 


Tailor—Made Course 


Roloff is quite optimistic about 
Jamieson’s charces at the Nevada 
meet which will determine the 
league champ, since he says ‘‘the 
course in Nevada is tailor-made 
for him, because it is almost all 
downhill. He’s willing to get out 
front, regardless of the pace, and 
it will take that to win in Reno.”’ 
Proving that the Nevada course 
is indeed one of the steepest the 
experienced Koloff has ever seen, 
is the fact that about 159 yards 
short of the base of one hill, the 
mile time is called out. At the 
top of that hill, the two mile time 
is announced in the four mile 
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course. That’s a pretty fair climb 
for a cross-country race. 
Jamieson’s exceptional down- 
hill ability should make him a 
strong contender for top team 
honors in the Reno meet, especial- 
ly in view of his Brown’s Ravine 
conquest. Drake Van Camp, Lee 
Ferrero and Don Toms have been 
the only Hornets to give Bob con- 
sistent competition this year, and 
they finished third, fourth and 
sixth respectively, in the runoff. 
George Gibbs placed second, Mark
